MURDERED SON 


Her Mind Unbalanced, Mother 


is Believed to Have Thrown 


Six.Year.Old Into Sea 


BODY WASHED ASHORE 


Bean no Mark* to Indicate Boy 


Had Been Slain Before He 


Wa» Cast Into Water 


Atlantic City, Dec. 14.—The 
body 


of James M. Blake, jr., six-year-old 
son of a wealthy Philadelphia insur- 
ance broker, who was declared by his 
mother to have been kidnapped last 
Friday night, washed ashore at Vent- 
nor today. Mrs. Blake 
has 
been 


placed under arrest. 


Mrs. 
Blake, who on Friday night 


crawled to the home of Benjamin Fox 
in Ventnor and 
told 
a sensational 


story of being attacked by two' ne- 
groes who. after beating her, robbed 
her of a handbag and then fled with 
her child, is charged with the mur- 
der of the boy. she was removed 
from the home of Mrs. A. G. Miller, 
in Ventnor, 
today 
to the Atlantic 


City hospital, where she is guarded 
by a uniformed policeman. She is 
said to be suffering from a nervous 
collapse and probably will be taken to 
the county jail within a few days. 


Body Floating in Sea. 


The body was found less than five 


blocks from 
the 
pier 
in Vontnor 


where Mrs. Blake's handbag was re- 
covered yesterday and about the same 
distance from the scene *of the alleged 
kidnapping. It was seen floating on 
the water by Samuel Blair of Mar- 
gate City, n-ho was walking up the 
board walk. After dragging the body 
to the beach, Blair notified the auth- 
orities, who sent it to an undertak- 
ing establishment and then appeared 
before Recorder Allen Endicott, at 
Ventnor, and swore out a warrant 
charging Mrs. Blake with the child's 
murder. 


County Physician L. R. Souder per- 


formed an autopsy and pronounced 
death due to drowning. He said it 
had not yet been decided whether to 
hold an inquest. 


"There were no marks on the body 


to indicate that 
the boy had been 


killed before he was thrown into the 
water," said Dr. Souder. "It looks to 
me as though he was thrown from the 
end of the pier into the ocean. 


"I understand that Mrs. Blake fre- 


quently made-statements to her faint- 
ly that something-terrible was going 
to happen. 
I have talked with her 


husband, from whom she is separat- 
ed, and he stated that his wife long 
had shown evidence that her mind 
was unbalanced. She has been under 
the care of nerve specialists for some 
time, and was in fact a nervous in- 
valid." 


Mr. Blake", when seen at his home 


later, said he did not care further to 
discuss the case. 
"You can readily 


understand that under the circumst- 
ances I would not care to make a 
statement at this time," he said. "I 
have no idea what would prompt my 
wife to commit such an act."

Afire on The Hudson 


New York, Dec. 15. — Fire has 


broken out on the former North Ger- 
man Lloyd liner Graf Waldersee, re- 
cently a United States army transport 
and now anchored in the Hudson river 
pending transfer 
to Great Britain. 


Two army transports anchored nearby 
are endeavoring to render assistance. 


Army transport information head- 


quarters at Hoboken announced at 
1:15 this morning that there was some 
doubt as to whether the burning trans- 
port was the Graf Waldersee or the 
American army transport DeKalb, | 
7,218 tons, which was anchored along- 
side the liner. A heavy pall of smoke 
hung over both ships as seen from the 
shore. 


At 1:30 police headquarters an-< 


nounced that the burning transport is 
the DeKalb and that, according to 
their information, there was a skeleton 
crew of 300 men on board. The De- 
Kalb was fitted with oil burning ap- 
paratus as was the Graf Waldersee. 
The DeKalb was formerly the German 
converted cruiser Prtnz Bitel Fried- 
rich, which took refuge in Newport 
News after a sensational career as a 
commerce raider during the. war. 


GERMANY YIELDS 
ON SCAPA FLOW 


Agree* to Pay For Sunken Ship* 


But Not With 400,000 Tons 


of Shipping Allies Asked 


ANSWERS ALLIED NOTE 


Gently Hint* Entente U Retpon> 


aible For Delay in Exchange 


of Treaty Ratification* 


(.By the Associated Press.) 


Berlin, Saturday, Dec. 13. — In her 


note replying to the last Entente com- 
munication demanding the signing of 
the protocol preliminary to putting 
the peace treaty intu effect, which it 
now on its way to Paris. Germany 
yields in her stand on the Scapa Flow 
issue to a certain extent. 


The text will not be published in 


Berlin before Monday. 


It was learned that in the note the 


government reiterates its desire to 
have ratification of the peace treaty 
effected at the earliest possible date. 
It gently hints that the Entente is re- 
sponsible for the complications which 
have delayed tha exchange of ratifica- 
tions for more than a month. It de- 
clares that Germany has not and Is 
not now making the final ratification 
dependent upon the clauses relating 
to war prisoners or the extradition of 
German subjects for trial. Although it 
expresses the hope that the Allies will 
permit themselves to be convinced 
that both issues have an important 
bearing upon the internal political sit- 
uation in Germany. 


On the Scapa Flaw issue, the note 


expresses a willingness to yield to the 
extent that Germany will consent to 
make reparation for the sinking of the 
German warships in order to remove 
what is characterized as the final ob- 
stacle to the definite conclusion of 
peace, although, says the note, repara- 
tion cannot be made in the manner 
suggested in the demand, for 400,000 
tons of shipping. On this point, Ger- 
many proposes negotiation by the En- 
tente with a board of German ship- 
ping experts. 


The note declares that the pros- 


pective temporary absence of Amerl- 
cans from the commissions established 
under the treaty has not influenced 
the attitude of official Germany to- 
ward the question of final ratification 


WILSON WON'T ACT TO 
DECIDE TREATY'S FATE 


President Announces He Has "No Compromise 


or Concession of Any Kind in Mind" and 
Will Make no Move in Peace Dilemma 


HOLDS REPUBLICANS RESPONSIBLE 


Executive's Statement Has Little Effect on Sen- 


ate Situation; Both Sides Agree Decisive Ac- 


tion Will Not Come Till Next Month 


Washington, Dec. 14. — President Wilson today intervened in 


the peace treaty dilemma with an announcement that he had "no 
compromise or concession of any kind in mind," would make no 
move toward the .treaty's disposition, and would continue to hold 
the Republican members of the senate responsible for results and 
conditions attending delay. 


The President's position, regarded as peculiarly significant in 


view of the recent discussion in the senate of a compromise, was set 
forth in the following statement issued today from the White House: 


"It was learned from the highest authority at the executive of- 


fices today that the hope of the Republican leaders of the senate that 
the President would presently make somt move which will relieve 
the situation with regard to the treaty is entirely without founda- 
tion; he has no compromise or concession of any kind in mind, but 
intends so far as he is concerned that the Republican leaders of the 
senate shall continue to bear the undivided responsibility for the fate 
of the treaty and the present condition of the world in consequence 
of that fate."

'latarnatioaal Bankruptcy" Ap- 


pern More Thaa Empty 


New York, 
D«C. 14. — Although 


foreign exchange had been moving 
steadily against the leading countries 
of issue for several months, It WM 
not until this week that the move* 
ment assumed such threatening pro- 
portions at this center as to obscure 
all other developments in the securi- 
ties market. 


With the British rat* at a discount 


of over 2$ per cent, not to mention 
the far greater depreciation in French 
and Italian remittances, bankers and 
other dealers In exchange began to 
express grave concern and refer to In- 
ternational 
bankrupcy as something 


more than an empty phrase. 


Considerable difference 
of opinion 


prevailed among financial experts and 
economists as to way* and means for 
overcoming existing conditions. 
All 


concur, • however that the foreign 
credit deadlock constitutes a serious 
menace to this country's plan of 
world-wide trade expansion. 


There was heavy liquidation during 


the -week of foreign-owned American 
securities, chiefly railroad stocks and 
bonds, but whether this resulted from 
pressure 
or a 
desire 
on the 


part of the sellers to avail them- 
market is a debatable question. 


In its immediate aspects, the rail- 


road situation was further complicat- 
ed by indications that permanent 
measures for the return of the trans- 
portation systems to private owner- 
ship are not likely to be enacted by 
the end of the year. 


The other noteworthy event which 


helped to bring about the further 
shrinkage of stock market values was 
the flurry In call money and the 
greater scarcity of time accommoda- 
tions. This was largely prompted by 
the Federal Reserve bank, which made 
only a moderate advance In Interest 
and re-discount rates, but thereby 
notice that the local credit situation, 
served in its Judgment, requires fur- 
ther readjustment.

A OCNDUQB POBUO UTttfTE 
Among the recent evolutions ot or- 


ganizations fof loon eiYte betterment 
In villages and dtlee of atat* and 
country, there !• doubtless not one 
which Is from whatever standpoint 
viewed, of more evident and contin- 
uing value and importance than the 
Chamber of Commerce. This 1» the 
verdict not ot a few communities, or 
of any section, but of the country as 
a whole, and the longer its work goes 
on and the more thoroughly Its ac- 
tivities are understood, the stronger 
becomes that conviction. 


For one thing, it is true that in any 


community there are always matters 
of interest arising, such as the estab- 
lishment of new enterprises or the 
bringing ot new or old ones to the city 
which if given proper and Immediate 
attention may result in increased com- 
mercial activities and population, and 
of growth. Too often, where there la 
no regularly organized body to under- 
take the work, the local advantages 
are not properly presented and the en- 
terprise which might have been se- 
cured goes elsewhere merely bcause 
what is everybody's business la no- 
body's. With a properly constituted, 
officered and directed chamber, there 
exists a body always alert for such 
conditions and 
opportunities, 
and 


which can be relied upon to attend to 
It, because that is its work. 


But the activities of a Chamber of 


Commerce are by no means confined 
to the field Indicated. The general 
growth and prosperity of a city social- 
ly and morally as well as financially 
come within its scope. If there is a 
state convention of any sort consider- 
ing a place to meet, whose business Is 
it to urge town or city as the proper 
place for the gathering and after- 
wards, the meeting being secured, to 
see that everybody is properly enter- 
tained and goes away satisfied? Mani- 
festly the Chamber of Commerce. If 
there is a new social or civic move- 
ment of a general sort, and aid or sug- 
gestion is needed in getting it upon its 
feet, again it is the Chamber which 
takes a hand.. If there is any chart, 
table undertaking which should make 
general appeal but which lacks only 
the ready hand to push It along, there 
•3 just one place where that hand Is 
looked for, since It is one ot the pur- 
poser for which the Chamber Is In- 
stituted. 


Proof of this. If proof were needed, 


la found in the work of the local 
Chamber ever since its organization. 
Outside of Oneonta it has been persist- 
ent in the work of keeping our city 
upon the map. It has brought busi- 
ness enterprises of value to the city, 
it has arranged 
to bring 
another 


which will be of great Importance, 
and always It is alert in looking after 
still others which may become factors 
of value i|| pushing Oneonta. ahead; 
and while it has been bringing these 
commercial enterprises in. i» has also 
been ready at any moment to further 
every goyl movement. 


It is not that citizens individually 


anywhere are not zealous for the good 
ot their town. It is rather that, im- 
mersed In their own affairs, they lack 
the time to take matters up personally 
with the vigor often necessary if re- 
sults are to follow. AVhat one cannot 
himself do tor his community, though 
never so zealous, can be done collect- 
ively If all get together and employ 
others to devote their whole time to 
It. This has been done in Oneonta 
and so well that none should grudge 
as probably none do. the comparative 
ly small sum required annually from 
each member.

"You 
see the car began work at 


dawn—In the summer that means four 
o'clock in France. We weren't allowed 
to build a fire before daylight—H 
might have aided the enemy. We got 
out of our bunks. Fred Bundschau, 
Louis Lnsnge and I, at a little after 
three, started the fires going as soon 
as we could get permission and then 
moved the car to a point where the 
men going out to the trenches anf} the 
men coming back would pass each 
other. 
, 


"Onr greatest pride was that we 


were able to serve and did serve 2,000 
cups of hot chocolate there every 
morning, besides giving out cigarettes 
and other supplies to the soldiers. 
And we kept It going, too, every day. 


Hard to Get Sugar. 


"There were difficulties to be sur- 


mounted. The greatest of these was 
to obtain our own supplies of choco- 
late and sugar. Many times our trucks 
could not get through because there 
•was so much artillery and ammunition 
on. the -move. We simply had to bare 
the supplies for the boys. After some 
thought a way was worked out 
ambulances had been coming up to the 
front empty.- They had right of way 
on the roads after the artillery. 


"The ambulance men agreed to bring 


Dp our stuff on the trips to the firing 
line and they did It. Wasn't that splen 
did of them? All through the hours of 
many nights the hospital cars tore op 
to our headquarters, dumped oar boxes 
of food and cigarettes and then took 
on the wounded men. 


"We stayed with the men of the 


Seventy-seventh and moved when they 
did. That kitchen car was the apple 
of my eye. 
It did wonderful service 


on more than one sector. Then when 
the march to Sedan began we pat the 
car In line and started with the sol- 
diers. On the way the car broke down. 
In war- anything that breaks down, 
yon know. Is shoved off the road. Only 
tbe active men and active machines 
ate allowed place on the highways. 


Car Was Abandoned, 


"Well, the car had to be pushed to 


one elde and abandoned. I almost 
cried. Maybe my eyea were a little 
wet at that 


•Perhaps the greatest 'day In tbe his- 


tory of that kitchen car and of the 
men with it was tbe day first aid was 
given to the men of the I/ost Battalion 
when they straggled back to within 
our lines. We wouldn't have missed 
that experience of service for anything 
to this world. The greatest happiness 
I hare, now that I am home-again. Is 
to meet some of those boys and hear 
them call me TJncle Joe.' It's treat! 


"The other ntsM I went into a res- 


taurant In New York—one of those 
table d'hote places. Up to me came 
a well groomed, prosperous looking 
young chap. He slapped me on die 
back and said:— 


"•Hello. TJncle Joe! Ifs mighty good 


to tec you here!' 


"And It was good for me to see him. 


for the last time we had met he was 
grimy and exhausted after trench work 
In the Argonne.

Veterans de- 
clared It was like "Uncle" John's. 
Then the secret leaked ont 


Tbe old still had been unearthed, 


and with a little practice the finder 
was able to distill a brand Just like 
the famous "Uncle" John brand. It 
Is known the still Is located In the 
Lick creek region, but the officers 
nave as yet been unable to find It It 
Is said to be the largest finest and 
most complete whisky making plant In 
West Virginia. The whisky is being 
put ont in great quantities through 
Wayne and Lincoln counties.

of New European States Whoa* 


Autonomy Was Guaranteed. 


London.—The total number of new 


postage stamp issues since December, 
1918, is now approaching 2,000. Of 
these nearly 1,500 are accounted for 
by the first stamps of the new Euro- 
pean states whose autonomy was guar- 
anteed by the Paris conference. Po- 
land, once represented in the stamp 
album by a single label, has produced 
since the armistice more than 400 sep- 
arate end distinct postage stamps, 
while the Ukraine ranks second with 
approximately 175 varieties of either 
a provisional or permanent descrip- 
tion. Jugo-Slavla and Czecho-Slova- 
kla account for something like 150 
specimens each and the debatable ter- 
ritory of Flume for 75. 


The average for the remaining 


is between 30 and 50 stamps, while the 
shortest series thus far recorded is 
that of the Transcaucaslan republic 
of Georgia, comprising up to the pres- 
ent four values only. The highest 
stamp 
Issuing 
"record" 
hitherto 


achieved was In the year 1914, when 
1,286 new postage stamps were pro- 
duced througout the world, mainly due 
to the change In the watermark of tbe 
British colonial issues. 


Unified Series for Serb*. 


One Important step toward finality 


In the philatelic affairs of new Europe 
is the issue of unified postage stamps 
for the kingdom of the Serbs, Croats 
and Slovenes, Instead of the separate 
Issues for Croatia, Slavonla, Bosnia 
and Serbia. They bear the likeness 
of the veteran King Peter 1 as over- 
lord of Greater Serbia and are in- 
scribed to both Latin and Cyrillic char- 
acters. Meanwhile from Agram (Jugo- 
slavia) comes news that the Croatian 
national postage stamps Issued on Jan- 
nary 16 this year have been obsolete 
since May 27 and that In the interim 
the Slavonian types printed at Lefl- 
barb have- been used by the Croatian 
post office pending the appearance of 
the new general series, which was to 
have come Into use on August 1. 


Czecho-Slovakla, having been admit' 


ted to the Universal Postal onion. Is 
about to modify the colors of certain 
of her current postage stamps in con- 
formance with the requirements of 
that body. In future the five hellers 
stamp wlU be printed in bine green 
instead of yellow green, the ten heller 
in yellow green instead of red, the 20 
heller in deep red instead of green, the 
25 heller In violet instead of deep bine, 
the 50 heller In deep blue Instead of vi- 
olet and the 20 heller newspaper stamp 
in bine instead of violet 


Monaco Ha* War Charity Stamps. 
Monaco has Just put forth a some- 


what belated set of war charity 
stamps Intended, so the Inscription in- 
forms us, to assist the orphelins Fran- 
calses de la guerre. A view df the bay 
and rock of Monte Carlo from the sea 
constitutes the main feature of the de- 
sign. Inset with a picture of a widow 
and a child, and each stamp is sold at 
a premium upon its pastel value, which 
goes to the French national fund. As 
usual, the printing of the stamps has 
been carried out by the French gov- 
ernment printing establishment In far- 
Is, the designer and engraver being 
Messrs. Eurand & Jarraud. 


Italy has-issued a new fifteen cen- 


tesimi stamp, printed in slate as be- 
fore, but In the type of five centesiml 
and ten centeetml in place of the Mi- 
chetti design previously employed for 
this value. 


Presumably tbe Instruction issued 


last month respecting the discontinu- 
ance of British colonial war tax 
stamps only applied to specific cases, 
or else It was delayed in transmission. 
At any rate, a new local and provis- 
ional printing of the Turks Island on* 
penny war tax stamp reached London 
last week. and. having been set up In 
movable type, is more than ordinarily 
prolific of varieties.

cf the Levant, Has Made Won- 


derful Strides During th» 


Last Century 


"Greece, whose classic ideals still 


constitute one of the most potent 
forces of world culture, is about to 
emerge to a more influential place 
among modern nations as the result 
of peace adjustments," says a bulletin 
from the National Geographic Society. 


"The established religion of the land 


is, of course, orthodox Greek. 
The 


clergy, headed by the metropolitan ot 
Cetinje, are a splendid lot of men In 
physique and character. The Catho- 
lics, numbering some 13,000, have their 
own archbishop at Antlvari, and the 
few Mohammedans possess a grand 
mufti. 


"In many wnys Greek life remains 


unchanged from Us classic aspects, 
Modern Athens, before-, the war, was 
a brilliant capital well worthy Its title, 
•The Paris of the Levant.* Less than 
a century ago It passed finally from 


/ Turkish possession, and it was then a 
email collection of mere hoveli hud- 
dled beneath the' Acropolis. 


"In 1914 It was a city of wide and 


gay streets, dotted with small parts 
and adorned with many, handsome pub- 
lic buildings, most of them the gifts 
of rich Greek* who have delighted to 
spend In the mother country the for- 
tunes which they have earned abroad. 


"To such generosity Athens owes the 


noble group of buildings which com- 
prise the university, the National li- 
brary, and the fine classic reproduc- 
tion which houses the Academy of Sci- 
ence, and above all and to my mind 
the most Interesting, the noble ftta- 
dluro, built upon the old foundations 
and along the old lines and ingeniously' 
carrying In its fabric every fragment 
of the old structure which could b« 
found. 


"In the midst of all this modernity 


stand the remnants of tfie golden days 
of Athens sedulously preserved, and 
open to inspection and study with a 
freedom nowhere equaled. The focus, 
of course, la the Acropolis—incompar- 
able even in its ruins—Its cliffs and 
grottoes still the home of legend and j 
fable. 


"As of old, the Greeks swarm the 


seas. Before the war the Piraeus was 
one of the busiest of Mediterranean j 
ports—Indeed, it was the center of I 
transshipment for all the east—while ' 
the Corinthian canal, after many flnan- ; 
cial vicissitudes, now seems to be In i

Ionian and the Aegean seas.

of Salshuig. where the millionaires of 
Austria, Hungary and the Balkan 
states used to spend their summers, 
now are curing rheumatic Roumanian 
soldier* 


Stripped of all their luxurious fur- 


nishings during the war, the Salsbnrg 
baths have just been refitted with the 
aid of the American Bed Cross for use 
as a military hospital for chronic rheu- 
matism resulting from trench war- 
fare. Five hundred soldiers are there, 
recovering from rheumatism and sim- 
ilar diseases contracted while under- 
going the hardships of war 


In times of peace thousands of tour- 


ists visited Salsburg, high up in the 
Transylvanlan 
Alps, 
southwest 
of 


Kronstadt, Many came for the daz- 
zling social life. With its magnificent 
hotels and gay casino, it was perhaps 
the chief showpiece of eastern Europe. 
When the Germans pushed the Rou- 
manians out of this district early In 
the war General Mackensen and his 
staff took possession of the town and 
staged luxurious revelry there. When 
the Germans left they looted the place, 
stripped the hotels of tapestries, fur- 
niture and brass fittings. Even the 
equipment for the medicinal baths was 
wrecked. 


Under the direction of Maj. George 


C. Treadwell of Albany, N. Y., and 
several 
American 
physicians, 
the 


baths were refitted sufficiently to care 
for the soldiers.
